phenomena of light or sound. 
It is broadly asserted by many that 
the memory retains each aud every ex­ 
perience which life has presented for it* 
contemplation, but this is hardly true. 
It makes to a certain extent a choice 
aud chooses oftentimes with apparent 
caprice.

Every on* 
has felt many times in his life a sense 
of familiarity with incidents that have 
had no place in his own experience and 
has found it impossible to offer any ex 
planatiou for the feeling. Coming sud 
denly around a turn of a hill upon i 
fair and unknown landscape, his heart 
may bound with a keen sense of recog 
aition of its unfamiliar outlines. In the 
midst of a tingling sense of emotion a 
sensation of the whole incident being a 
mere dull repetition will rob it of it* 
joy or pain.

It seems almost incredible, in view of 
the wonderful labyrinth of postal routes 
all over tho world today, that there ever 
could have been a time when there were 
no postoffices, no letter carrier, no moil 
facilities at all. 
But, of course, there had to be some 
means of communication even in the 
earliest ages, though these were confined 
for centuries to emperors and kings and 
other great rulers. 
The emperors of 
Egypt, of Persia, of Assyria and of 
Rome held many lesser kings aud satraps 
as their vassals. With these it was nec­ 
essary to communicate with certainty 
and regularity, and therefore couriers 
were employed to carry dispatches and 
reports to aud from the more distant 
provinces. 
Of course no one man or one horse 
could traverse the whole route, so sta­ 
tions were established along tho roads 
at certain intervals, where couriers were 
always iu readiness to relieve weary 
brothers, aud carry on the dispatches 
with uniform speed. 
These stations 
were called “ posts,” from tho Latin 
word posit urn—fixed or placed—whence 
comes tho name of our modern postal 
system. 
In tho Old Testament are frequent 
references to the posts. 
Iii II Chronicles 
you will find, “ So the posts went with 
the letters,” and “ So the posts passed 
from city to city. ” Ll Esther also and 
in Job and Jeremiah you will find other 
allusions to the posts. 
But they were 
never for the use of the common people. 
The Roman Emperor Augustus was 
the first to establish a system of posts 
suggestive of the present system. 
You 
hare heard the saying, “ All roads lead 
to Rome.” This was the origin of it: 
From Rome as a center post roads were 
built, oalled “ royal highways, ” extend­ 
ing all over Europe. 
After the decline 
of the Roman empire these poet roads 
were abandoned by degrees, and during 
the dark ages they almost entirely dis­ 
appeared. 
In the thirteenth and fourteenth cen­ 
turies, however, their need began to b* 
so strongly felt that posts between dif­ 
ferent parts of the same country wert 
established, and soon these were extend­ 
ed into other countries. These post* 
were carried first by foot runner* and 
then a little later by men on horseback. 
It was not long, though, before th* 
post privilege was extended, and it wa* 
found impossible for horseback rider* iu 
carry the increasing mail, so wheeled 
conveyances 
were provided, and the 
next step was for these conveyances to 
carry passengers as well as tho maiL 
And thus from the post was evolved 
the mail coach. What this meant to out 
hitherto shut in ancestors it is hard for 
us of the present day to realize even 
f a in tly . 
But it is safe to say that th* 
evolution of the public post and th* 
mail coach did more than any other on* 
4/% V»00for* oiviliT'tfmn 
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In the reign of the Emperor Freder­ 
ick HI, Francis von Lax is, whose grand­ 
father is said to have established a posh 
a1 service across the Tyrol and Styri* 
entered the service of the house of Haps 
burg and bourne the founder of th* 
modern postal system. Through Von 
Loris the emperor established regular 
poets throughout his kingdom between 
tho years 1440 and 1498, and at the be­ 
ginning of the sixteenth century the 
Austrian post became the international 
post of the Hapsburg dynasty. 
In France the University of Paris of 
gam zed a postal service in the thirteenth 
century which flourished until 1719. I* 
some parts of Europe there were brother 
hoods mid mercantile guilds which es 
tablished posts and postoffioes subject 
to the government 
In England, in 1058, Rowland Hill 
•tarted a private post, but Cromwell’s 
heavy hand came down on the enter­ 
prise, and the men who carried the lev 
ters were trampled down and killed by 
his soldiers. Later on Mr. Hill came to 
the front again, instituted many re­ 
forms in the service, and at last gave to 
England areal and effective postal serv­ 
ice. Louis XI of France founded a postal 
system in 1464, which was greatly im­ 
proved by Charles IX in i685. 
But it was not alone the Christian 
nations that felt the need of a postal 
service. When tho Spaniards invaded 
South America, they found a regular 
system of posts in operation, so that the 
news of their landing was carried to tbs 
inca with incredible swiftness, the post­ 
men being runners, who carried around 
their waists knotted oords, a code of sig­ 
nals or sign writing. 
Coming down to our own country, 
suppose we take a peep at the mail 
methods in vogue in its earlier days. 
Let us take as a type the postal serries 
between Boston and New York, where, 
in 1762, a past was established “ togo* 
monthly. ” Post riders, starting *t the 
same hour from eaoh end of the route, 
carried the mails. Leaving on Monday 
morning, they met and exchanged bag* 
at Saybrook, Conn., on the following 
Saturday. Then each man returned to 
his starting point, which, of course, 
took nearly another week. 
It was Benjamin Franklin that, iv, 
1775, suggested the plan for a postal 
service on which our present system ii 
founded. In the early days of this sys­ 
tem rates were charged that seem on* 
rageous to us of the present day—ba 
tween Boston and New York, 
cents, and 25 cents for points beyond 
Of course this led to swindling the gov* 
eminent and the smuggling of lettei*. 
Private parties carried mail secretly at 
lower rates, and in 1889 Hamden’s ex­ 
press entered the field, carrying letter*

SHE GOT THE BREAD. 


In a thoughtful, well w ritten article 
on “ Dreams and Their Mysteries, ” in 
The North American Review, Elisabeth 
Bisland rom iuds us that we are so fa­ 
m iliar w ith the phenomena of sleep 
that tho strangest dreams oome as no 
surprise. She says, truly: 
“ Prove that yon have the hypnotic 
power to make a man feel pain or pleas­ 
ure wit hoot m aterial canso; that yen 
eau force him to believe himself a sol­ 
dier, say, or a woman, or that he is 
three feet high, or two persons at once, 
and he will gape upon this occult mas­ 
tery with awe and wild surprise—he 
who every 24 hours of his life, w ith no 
more magic potion than healthy fatigue, 
with no greater wonder working weapon 
than a pillow, may create for himself 
phantasmical delusions beside which all 
mesmeric suggestions are but the flat­ 
test of dull commonplace. ’’ 
Because peoplo are afraid of being 
thought superstitious w ith regard to 
dreams thoro has been an unscientific 
avoidance of the whole topic, which is 
no less superstitious aud puerile, the 
consequence of which foolish revulsion 
has been that one of the most curious 
functions of the brain is still in a period 
of universal investigation—left unex­ 
amined and unexplained. 
Some dab­ 
bling there has been in the m atter, bu/ 
so far no tenable explanation has bee* 
offend of those strange illusions of 
sleep with which all mankind is fam il­ 
iar. 
The results up to this time of this 
dabbling are for the most part of little 
more value than the content* of th# 
greasy, well thumbed dream books that 
formed the only aud dearly beloved li­ 
brary of eighteenth century milkmaids 
aud apprentices. The greater portion of 
such labor as has been bestowed on the 
subject has been mainly directed toward 
efforts to prove the extreme rapidity 
with which the dream passes through 
the mind, and that it is some trivial 
outward cause at the moment of rous­ 
ing from slumber, such as a noise, a 
Sight or the 
like, which wakes the 
brain to this miraculous celerity of im­ 
aginative creation. 
The general conviction that dreams 
occur only at the instant of the awaken­ 
ing shows bow little real attention has 
been bestowed upon th© matter, since 
the most casual observation of “ the dog 
that hunts in dreams” would show thai 
ho may be chasing the wild deer and 
following the roe in tho gray kingdom 
of seeming without breaking his slum ­ 
bers. He will start and twitch and give 
tongue after the phantom quarry he 
dreams himself pursuing. But given the 
truth of any one of those assertions, still 
the heart of the mystery has not yet 
been plucked out, since it is not ex­ 
plained why a noise or a gleam of light 
•—such as the senses are quit© fam iliar 
with in waking consciousness—should 
at the moment of rousing cause the 
brain to create w ith inconceivable ra­ 
pidity a series of phantasmagoria in 
order to explain to itself the fam ilial 
phenomena of light or sound. 
It is broadly asserted by many that 
the memory retains each and every ex­ 
perience which life has presented for its 
contemplation, but this is hardly true. 
It makes to a certain extent a choics 
aud chooses oftentimes with apparent 
caprice. To demonstrate the truth ol 
this, Jet one endeavor to recall the first 
impression retained 
by his childish 
mind, aud it usually proves to be some 
thing extremely triv ial 
A lady, interrogated as to this, de 
clart*d her first clear memory was * 
souse of the comfort to her tired little 
2-year-old body of the clean linen sheets 
of the bed at the end of the most perilous 
and adventurous journey, and of whoa* 
startling incidents her memory bud pro 
served nothing. 
Again this capricioui 
faculty will seize on some few high 
lights iu a vivid picture and reject a1) 
til© unim portant details. 
As a rule, 
however, it is the profound stirrings ol 
the emotions which wake the memory 
to activity. A woman never forgets he* 
first lover. A man to the end of his lift* 
can recall his first triumph. 
Miss Bislaud believes that we inherit 
many of the memories thut come to uh, 
waking as well as sleeping. 
Every out 
bas felt many times in his life a sense 
of fam iliarity with incidents that have 
had uo place in his own experience and 
has found it impossible to offer any ex 
planatiou for the feeling. Coming sud 
denly around a turn of a hill upon a 
fair and unknown landscape, his hear! 
may bound w ith a keen m use? of recon 
aition of its unfam iliar outlines. In the 
midst of a tingling souse of emotion a 
sensation of the whole incident being a 
mere dull repetition w ill rob it of it* 
joy or pain. 
A sentence bogan by a 
friend is recognized as trite aud old be­ 
fore it is half done, though it refers t© 
matters new to the hearer. 
A sound, a 
perfume, a sensation, w ill awaken feel 
iuga having no connection w ith th© 00 
oasiou. 
In sleep the blain is peculiarly active 
iu certain directions, not being distracted 
by the m ultitude of impressions con­ 
stantly i*onveycd to it by the live senses,

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It seems almost incredible, in view of 
tho wonderful labyrinth of postal routes 
all over the world today, that there ever 
could have been a time when there were 
no postofflces, no letter carrier, no mail 
facilities at all. 
But, of course, there had to be some 
means of communication even in the 
earliest ages, though these were confined 
for centuries to emperors aud kings mid 
other great rulers. 
The emperors of 
Egypt, of Persia, of Assyria and of 
Rome held many lesser kings and satraps 
as their vassals. 
With these it was nec­ 
essary to communicate w ith certainty 
and regularity, and therefore couriers 
were employed to carry dispatches and 
reports to aud from the more distant 
provinces. 
Of course no one man or one horse 
could traverse the whole route, so sta­ 
tions were established along the roads 
at certain intervals, where couriers were 
always iu readiness to relieve weary 
brothers, aud carry on the dispatches 
with uniform speed. 
These stations 
were called “ posts,” from the Lutin 
word posit mn—fixed or placed—whence 
comes the name of our modern postal 
system. 
In the Old Testament are frequent 
references to the posts. 
In II Chronicles 
you w ill find, "fck> the posts went with 
tho letters,” aud "So the posts passed 
from city to city. ” In Esther also and 
in Job and Jerem iah you w ill find other 
allusion** fo th© posts. 
But they were 
never for the use of the common people. 
The Roman Emperor Augustus was 
the first to establish a system of poets 
suggestive of the present system. 
You 
hare heard the saying, "A ll roads lead 
to Rome.” This was the origin of it: 
From Rome as a center post roads were 
built, called “ royal highways, ” extend­ 
ing all over Europe. 
A fter the decline 
trf the Roman empire these post roads 
were abandoned by degrees, and daring 
title dark ages they alm ost entirely dis­ 
appeared. 
In the thirteenth and fourteenth cen­ 
turies, however, their need began to b® 
so strongly felt that poets between dif­ 
ferent parts of the same country w ert 
established, and soon these were extend­ 
ed into other conn tries. 
These posts 
were carried first by foot runners and 
then a little later by men on horseback. 
It was not long, though, before th® 
post privilege was extended, and it waa 
found impossible for horseback riders to 
carry the increasing mail, so wheeled 
conveyances 
were provided, and tho 
next step was for these conveyances to 
carry passengers as well as the m ail 
And thus from the post was evolved 
the mail coach. What this meant to out 
hitherto shut in ancestors it is hard for 
ns of the present day to realize even 
faintly. 
But it is safe to say that th# 
evolution of the public post and th® 
mail coach did more than any other ont 
thing to hasten civilization. 
In the reign of the Emperor Freder­ 
ick HI, Francis von Laxia, whoso grand 
father is said to have established a post* 
a1 service across the Tyrol and Styria, 
entered the service of tho house of Haps 
burg and tx-came the founder of th® 
modern postal system. 
Through Von 
Laxis the emperor established regular 
posts throughout his kingdom between 
tho years 1440 and 1493, and at the be­ 
ginning of the sixteenth century ths 
Austrian post tx-came the international 
post of the Hapsburg dynasty. 
In France the University of Paris o f 
gam zed a postal service in the thirteenth 
century which flourished until 1719. Is 
some parts of Europe there were brot her 
hoods and mercantile guilds which es 
tab hah cd posts and postoffice# subject 
to the government 
In England, in 1658, Rowland H ill 
started a private post, but Cromwell’* 
heavy hand came down on the enter­ 
prise, and the men who carried the let­ 
ters were trampled down aud killed bf 
his soldiers. Later on Mr. H ill came to 
the front again, instituted many re­ 
forms in the service, and at last gave to 
E n g la n d areal and effect ive postal serv­ 
ice. Louis XI of France founded a postal 
system in 1404, which was greatly im ­ 
proved by Char Ire IX in i605. 
But it was not alone the Christian 
nations that felt the need of a postal 
service. W hen the Spaniards invaded 
South America, they found a regular 
system of posts in operation, so that the 
news of their landing was carried to th® 
inca w ith incredible swiftness, the poet- 
men being runners, who earned around 
their waists knotted cords, aoodecf sig­ 
nals or sign writing. 
Coming down to our own country, 
suppose we take a peep at the m ail 
methods in vogue in its earlier days 
Let us take as a type the postal service 
between Boston and New York, where, 
in 1768, a post was established “ to go® 
m onthly." Post riders, starting at th® 
•amu hoar from each end of the route, 
carried the mail® Leaving on Monday 
morning, they met aud exchanged bags 
at Saybrook, Conn., on the following 
Saturday. Then each man returned to 
his starting point, which, of court** 
took nearly another week. 
It was Benjamin Franklin that, is. 
1776, suggested the plan for a postal 
nervine on which our present system if 
founded. In the early days of this sy® 
tem lutes w> re charged that seem on® 
rageous to us of the present day—b® 
tween Boston and New Yolk, I8|g 
cents, and 26 oents for points beyond 
Of course this led to swindling tim gov­ 
ernment and the smuggling of let tm s. 
Private parties carried mail secretly ad 
lower rates, and in 1889 Ham den’* ex­ 
press entered the field, carrying letter® 
concealed iu bundles and other package# 
at less than legal rates. 
But as soon as the government low­ 
ered its charges all these smtigglere 
dropped out cf th® race 
There was n# 
mousy in tFRfcrea— Philadelphia Tim ai •
